Section 1. DEPARTMENT ON AGING. There is appropriated from11

the general fund of the state to the department on aging for12

the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2019, and ending June 30,13

2020, the following amount, or so much thereof as is necessary,14

to be used for the purposes designated:15

For aging programs for the department on aging and area16

agencies on aging to provide citizens of Iowa who are 60 years17

of age and older with case management for frail elders, Iowa’s18

aging and disabilities resource center, and other services19

which may include but are not limited to adult day services,20

respite care, chore services, information and assistance,21

and material aid, for information and options counseling for22

persons with disabilities who are 18 years of age or older,23

and for salaries, support, administration, maintenance, and24

miscellaneous purposes, and for not more than the following25

full-time equivalent positions:26

.................................................. $ 11,191,44127

............................................... FTEs 27.0028

1. Funds appropriated in this section may be used to29

supplement federal funds under federal regulations. To30

receive funds appropriated in this section, a local area31

agency on aging shall match the funds with moneys from other32

sources according to rules adopted by the department. Funds33

appropriated in this section may be used for elderly services34

not specifically enumerated in this section only if approved35
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by an area agency on aging for provision of the service within1

the area.2

2. Of the funds appropriated in this section, $279,000 is3

transferred to the economic development authority for the Iowa4

commission on volunteer services to be used for the retired and5

senior volunteer program.6

3. a. The department on aging shall establish and enforce7

procedures relating to expenditure of state and federal funds8

by area agencies on aging that require compliance with both9

state and federal laws, rules, and regulations, including but10

not limited to all of the following:11

(1) Requiring that expenditures are incurred only for goods12

or services received or performed prior to the end of the13

fiscal period designated for use of the funds.14

(2) Prohibiting prepayment for goods or services not15

received or performed prior to the end of the fiscal period16

designated for use of the funds.17

(3) Prohibiting prepayment for goods or services not18

defined specifically by good or service, time period, or19

recipient.20

(4) Prohibiting the establishment of accounts from which21

future goods or services which are not defined specifically by22

good or service, time period, or recipient, may be purchased.23

b. The procedures shall provide that if any funds are24

expended in a manner that is not in compliance with the25

procedures and applicable federal and state laws, rules, and26

regulations, and are subsequently subject to repayment, the27

area agency on aging expending such funds in contravention of28

such procedures, laws, rules and regulations, not the state,29

shall be liable for such repayment.30

4. Of the funds appropriated in this section, at least31

$600,000 shall be used to fund home and community-based32

services through the area agencies on aging that enable older33

individuals to avoid more costly utilization of residential or34

institutional services and remain in their own homes.35

7. Of the funds appropriated in this section, $250,00012

shall be used by the department on aging, in collaboration with13

the department of human services and affected stakeholders, to14

expand the pilot initiative to provide long-term care options15

counseling utilizing support planning protocols, to assist16

non-Medicaid eligible consumers who indicate a preference17

to return to the community and are deemed appropriate for18

discharge, to return to their community following a nursing19

facility stay. The department on aging shall submit a report20

regarding the outcomes of the pilot initiative to the governor21

Sec. 3. DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC HEALTH. There is appropriated3

from the general fund of the state to the department of public4

health for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2019, and ending5

June 30, 2020, the following amounts, or so much thereof as is6

necessary, to be used for the purposes designated:7

1. ADDICTIVE DISORDERS8

For reducing the prevalence of the use of tobacco, alcohol,9

and other drugs, and treating individuals affected by addictive10

behaviors, including gambling, and for not more than the11

following full-time equivalent positions:12

a. (1) Of the funds appropriated in this subsection,15

$4,021,000 shall be used for the tobacco use prevention16

and control initiative, including efforts at the state and17

local levels, as provided in chapter 142A. The commission18

on tobacco use prevention and control established pursuant19

to section 142A.3 shall advise the director of public health20

in prioritizing funding needs and the allocation of moneys21

appropriated for the programs and initiatives. Activities22

of the programs and initiatives shall be in alignment with23

the United States centers for disease control and prevention24

best practices for comprehensive tobacco control programs that25

include the goals of preventing youth initiation of tobacco26

usage, reducing exposure to secondhand smoke, and promotion27

of tobacco cessation. To maximize resources, the department28

shall determine if third-party sources are available to29

instead provide nicotine replacement products to an applicant30

prior to provision of such products to an applicant under31

the initiative. The department shall track and report to32

the individuals specified in this Act, any reduction in33

the provision of nicotine replacement products realized by34

the initiative through implementation of the prerequisite35

(2) (a) The department shall collaborate with the2

alcoholic beverages division of the department of commerce for3

enforcement of tobacco laws, regulations, and ordinances and to4

engage in tobacco control activities approved by the division5

of tobacco use prevention and control of the department of6

public health as specified in the memorandum of understanding7

entered into between the divisions.8

(b) For the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2019, and ending9

June 30, 2020, the terms of the memorandum of understanding,10

entered into between the division of tobacco use prevention11

and control of the department of public health and the12

alcoholic beverages division of the department of commerce,13

governing compliance checks conducted to ensure licensed retail14

c. The requirement of section 123.17, subsection 5, is met35
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by the appropriations and allocations made in this division of1

this Act for purposes of substance-related disorder treatment2

and addictive disorders for the fiscal year beginning July 1,3

2019.4

For promoting the optimum health status for children and6

adolescents from birth through 21 years of age, and families,7

and for not more than the following full-time equivalent8

positions:9

a. Of the funds appropriated in this subsection, not more12

than $734,000 shall be used for the healthy opportunities for13

parents to experience success (HOPES)-healthy families Iowa14

(HFI) program established pursuant to section 135.106. The15

funding shall be distributed to renew the grants that were16

provided to the grantees that operated the program during the17

fiscal year ending June 30, 2018. However, the department18

shall issue a request for proposals and distribute grants to19

the grantees selected to operate the program no later than20

January 1, 2020. The department shall not retain any portion21

of the allocation under this paragraph for administrative22

costs.23

b. In order to implement the legislative intent stated24

in sections 135.106 and 256I.9, priority for home visitation25

program funding shall be given to programs using evidence-based26

or promising models for home visitation.27

c. Of the funds appropriated in this subsection, $3,075,00028

shall be used for continuation of the department’s initiative29

to provide for adequate developmental surveillance and30

screening during a child’s first five years. The funds shall31

be used first to fully fund the current sites to ensure that32

the sites are fully operational, with the remaining funds33

to be used for expansion to additional sites. The full34

implementation and expansion shall include enhancing the scope35
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of the initiative through collaboration with the child health1

e. Of the funds appropriated in this subsection, $156,00025

shall be used to provide audiological services and hearing aids26

for children.27

f. Of the funds appropriated in this subsection, $23,000 is28

transferred to the university of Iowa college of dentistry for29

provision of primary dental services to children.

The university31

of Iowa college of dentistry shall coordinate efforts with the32

department of public health, oral and health delivery system33

bureau, to provide dental care to underserved populations34

throughout the state.35

b. Of the funds appropriated in this subsection, $1,055,00019

shall be used for the brain injury services program pursuant20

to section 135.22B, including $861,000 for contracting with an21

existing nationally affiliated and statewide organization whose22

purpose is to educate, serve, and support Iowans with brain23

injury and their families, for resource facilitator services24

in accordance with section 135.22B, subsection 9, and for25

contracting to enhance brain injury training and recruitment26

of service providers on a statewide basis. Of the amount27

allocated in this paragraph, $95,000 shall be used to fund28

one full-time equivalent position to serve as the state brain29

injury services program manager.30

Of the funds allocated in this paragraph “f”, $150,000 shall27

be used to support a melanoma research symposium, a melanoma28

biorepository and registry, basic and translational melanoma29

research, and clinical trials.30

g. Of the funds appropriated in this subsection, $97,00031

shall be used for cervical and colon cancer screening, and32

$177,000 shall be used to enhance the capacity of the cervical33

cancer screening program to include provision of recommended34

prevention and early detection measures to a broader range of35
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low-income women.1

The16

report shall include the objectives and results for the17

program year including the target population and how the funds18

allocated assisted the program in meeting the objectives; the19

number, age, and location within the state of individuals20

served; the type of services provided to the individuals21

served; the distribution of funds based on service provided;22

and the continuing needs of the program.23

b. Of the funds appropriated in this subsection,24

preserving sight and preventing blindness through education,11

nationally certified vision screening and training, and12

community and patient service programs. The contractor shall13

submit a report to the individuals identified in this Act for14

submission of reports regarding the use of funds allocated15

under this paragraph “g”. The report shall include the16

objectives and results for the program year including the17

target population and how the funds allocated assisted the18

program in meeting the objectives; the number, age, grade level19

if appropriate, and location within the state of individuals20

served; the type of services provided to the individuals21

served; the distribution of funds based on services provided;22

and the continuing needs of the program.23

2. The department shall incorporate into the general25

conditions applicable to all award documents involving funding26

appropriated or allocated from the general fund of the state to27

the department under this division of this Act, a prohibition28

against the use of such funding for the compensation of a29

lobbyist. For the purposes of this section, “lobbyist” means30

the same as defined in section 68B.2; however, “lobbyist”31

does not include a person employed by a state agency of the32

executive branch of state government who represents the agency33

relative to the passage, defeat, approval, or modification of34

legislation that is being considered by the general assembly.35

2. The department of human services shall submit to the15

centers for Medicare and Medicaid services of the United States16

department of health and human services (CMS), a Medicaid state17

plan amendment to allow a qualifying NSGE to receive a quality18

of care rate add-on in accordance with the upper payment limit19

requirements pursuant to 42 C.F.R. §447.272 and managed care20

requirements pursuant to 42 C.F.R. §438.6.21

3. The Medicaid state plan amendment submitted shall22

provide for all of the following:23

a. Purpose. The NSGO nursing facility quality of care rate24

add-on shall be made to a qualified NSGE to promote, maintain,25

and improve resident quality of care and health outcomes.26

b. Non-state government-owned nursing facility27

qualifications. An NSGO nursing facility shall qualify for28

participation in the program if all of the following conditions29

(c) Advance directive planning and implementation.10

(3) Develop and implement a written plan providing for a14

proactive pneumonia and influenza vaccination program which15

shall improve vaccination scores above the national average,16

as measured using CMS quality metrics. The written plan shall17

include all of the following:18

(a) The latest available three-quarter average of both the19

CMS measure for the percent of long-stay residents assessed and20

appropriately given the seasonal influenza vaccine and of the21

CMS measure for the percentage of long-stay residents assessed22

and appropriately given the pneumococcal vaccine, to establish23

a baseline.24

(b) The current measure code score for the CMS measures25

described in subparagraph division (a).26

(c) A written plan for an influenza and pneumonia27

vaccination program to address new admissions and current28

residents.29

(4) Elevate healthy aging in the state by implementing30

a plan that accomplishes at least one of the following31

strategies:32

(a) Prevention and reduction of falls.33

(b) Improved nutrition.34

(c) Increased physical activity.35
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(d) Reduction in the incidence of depression.1

(5) Demonstrate improvement above the facility-specific2

baseline in the CMS five-star quality measures composite3

scoring. Metrics shall be determined based upon the CMS4

nursing home compare composite score over the preceding5

twelve-month period.6

(a) A participating NSGO nursing facility shall provide the7

most recent three-quarter average of the CMS quality measure8

star rating to establish a baseline.9

(b) A participating NSGO nursing facility shall have a star10

rating of three or better or must demonstrate improvement over11

the previous quarter with no two quarters below three stars to12

participate in the program.13

(c) A participating NSGO nursing facility with a quality14

measure star rating of three or better for the most recent15

quarter or that demonstrates improvement in composite scoring16

with no two quarters consistently below a three-star rating,17

shall be deemed to have met the care criteria.18

e. Quality of care rate add-on.19

(1) The nursing facility quality of care rate add-on20

provided to a participating NSGE under the program shall not21

exceed Medicare payment principles pursuant to 42 C.F.R.22

§447.272 and shall be calculated pursuant to 42 C.F.R. §438.6.23

The quality of care rate add-on shall be calculated and paid24

as follows:25

(a) The methodology utilized to calculate the upper26

payment limit shall be based on the data available during the27

calculation period.28

(b) The eligible amount used in determining the quality29

of care rate add-on shall be the difference between the state30

Medicaid payment and the Medicare upper payment limit as31

determined, based on compliance with the care criteria metrics,32

on an annual basis.33

(d) The quality of care rate add-on shall be paid2

prospectively.3

(2) The amount of the quality of care rate add-on shall4

be associated with improvement in care of Medicaid nursing5

facility residents in the state as demonstrated through the6

specified care criteria.
